__ ſlaves were headed by one Auguſtin, belong- _ 
ing to Mr. Couſton, a new adopted ſubject, and 
Who had been in open rebellion for the ſpace of 
fourteen years. He had originally fled from his 
maſter on account of a rape committed by him on 
a white woman, a moſt enormous crime in the Weſt 
Iadies, where even a voluntary connection of that 
nature is in ſome caſes capite l. Ever ſince that 
time he had ſubſiſted by robbery and plunder, car- 
rying terror and devaſtation wherever he went, 
particularly to his maſter, whoſe life he had often 
| threatened, as alſo to burn and deſtroy his houſe 
and plantation. He had lately at the head of a 
gag of ſlaves, committed a moſt barbarous murder 
with his own hands upon the body of Mr. Vandell, - 
a new ſubject living in the mountains. During the - 
fitting of the ſecond aſſembly Capt. Dumareſq, of . 
the 70th regiment, was qiſpatched with a body of 
40 ſoldiers, aſſiſted with a party of 170 whites, 
and a number of truſty flaves well armed, againſt 
Auguſtin, then encamped with his gang in the 
plantation of Mr. Maricheau, a new ſubject, whom 
he had diſpoſſeſſed of his houſe and obliged with 
his family to fly for his life. Auguſtin, at the ap- 
p:oach of Capt. Dumareſq, retired wich his aſſoci-

had fo lately in their power: in fact, the Rebels 
failed not to ſeize the opportunity, and ſent out 
{mall parties to ravage and plunder, which they 
did with more ſucceſs, and leſs oppoſition than 
ver; ſo that the very meaſure from which they 
expected their future ſafety, and which had not the

terms for Avguſtin, conducted this rebel, raviſſier 
and murderer into St. George's, the capital of the 
iſland, not as a criminal loaded with chains, but as 
a valiant ſoldier armed with piſtols and a cutlaſs; 
he led him directly to the Governor's houſe, Where 
he met with a ſmall mortifica:ion, being diſarmed 
by the centinel before he was admitted to the Go- 
vernor's preſence : from his Excellency, however, 
he met with more reſpe&, and greater favour ; he 
was ſent out to his plantation, and there appointed 
to command over his ſlaves, and protected from 
the puniſhment due to his crimes: nor-did his Ex- 
cellency's benevolence reſt here; he made propoſals 
to Auguſtin's maſter Cn to purchaſe him 
even as a ſlave to himfelf, who, being ſtill appre- 
henſive of his life, abſolutely refuſed to comply 


unleſs he was ſent off the iſland: but this did not 


tally with his Excellency's ſchemes in his favour. 

However, ſomething was neceſſary to be done; for 
the rebel faves, now daily brought in priſoners, 
unanimouſly concurred" in accuſing the favourite 
Auguſtin, as the chief inſtrument both as to the 


contrivance and execution of all the outrages that 


had been committed. In theſe circumſtances nothing 
could have ſaved this aſſaſſin from the fate he ſo 
_ richly deſerved, but ſome extraordinary exertion f 
his Excellency's friendſhip; and Bis Excellency did 


not deſert his friend.

Mr. P——y, who was the near lber, inti-- 
mate friend, and inſeparable. companion of his Ex- 
cellency Governor M-—-!l, has been already men- 
tioned. This perſon had a pretty extraordinary taſte 
in his amours, even in thoſe countries. His firſt 
miſtreſs was a black wench, à near relation to the 
famous Auguſtin; by her he had a daughter; and 
by that daughter another, or rather a grand-daugh- 
ter, who, at the time of his intimacy with his Ex- 
cellency, was the favourite miſtreſs, conducted his 
domeſtic affaits, and ſat at the head of his table, 
where his Excellency was a frequent, and always a

' new ſubje&s- conſidered this piece of news pub- 


liſhed with ſo much pomp, as one ſtep towards the 


_ completion of Mr. M——1's promiſe. We ſhall 
ſoon ſce how this promiſe was completed.

I's pretenſions to religion have been 
Eben mentioned; whether ſincere or not, is none

by utterly exterminating the original inhabitants 3 
ſecondly, by themſelves adopting their laws, cu- 
ſtoms, and manners; or thirdly, by purſuing ſuch. 
a plan of policy as will induce the conquered to 
adopt theirs, The firſt is fo cruel and barbarous, 
ſo ſhocking to humanity, as well as repugnant to 
good policy, that it can only be juſtifiable by di- 
vine command, which we all know was the caſe 
with the Jews, the only people who ſteadily pur- 
ſued that method of conqueſt. The ſecond was 
followed by Alexander the Great, in his conqueſt 
of Perſig. which had ſuch an effect, that though 
immediately after his death, his ſucceſſion was diſ- 
puted by the bloodieſt wars among his Captains, yet 
none of the conquered nations took advantage of 
theſe difſentions to recover their liberty, or to rein- 
ſtate the deſcendants of their ancient monarchson the 
throne. This method has like wiſe been adopted by 
the Tartars in China; the conquerors of China are 
now become Chineſe; which naturally happens when 
a comparatively ſmall number of warlike-barbarians 
ſubdue a civilized, numerous, but effeminate people. 
But the third method of ſecuring conqueſts, is moſt 
agreeable to the nature of things, and to the cha- 
racter and dignity of conquerors, conqueſts being 
generally made by the ſtronger over the weaker, 
the civilized over the barbarous, and the free over 
the flaves. This method ſeems to have been pur- 
ſued by the Greeks. in their ſettlements in Aſia 
Minor, Sicily, and Italy, which appear to have been 
a mixture of conqueſt and colonization. But it 
Was invariably followed by the Romans, who cer- 
tainly owed to that meaſure both the rapidity and 
permanence of their conqueſts; The Engliſh have 
been ſo little uſed to making conqueſts, or rather 
to keeping what they have made, that it is no won- 
der they have not till lately adopted any ſteady plan 
with reſpect to them.
